NAVY COMMANDEERS PLANE 


W A S H I N G T O N — It hasn’t leaked ou t- 
side the cab inet yet, b u t some of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s c ab in ete d ^ are pu tting u p a 
fight against the Navy for com mandeering 
the one lone trans-Atlantic plane which 
seeks to rival Dan American Airways. 
For years Pan American Airways has 
had a IOO percent monopoly on all foreign 
air rou tes from tho United States. 
Bu t 
last year the State Department, Post O f­ 
fice and Civil Aeronau tics Board, agreeing 
that competition was the chief b asis of the 
American system, granted American Ex ­ 
port Lines a license to fly the Atlantic. 
Bu t now that 
American Ex port had 
ju st ab ou t completed b u ilding its first 
plane, a giant Sikorsky PBY, the Navy 
has grab b ed it. 
Meanwhile it has left u n­ 
tou ched the 160 airplanes in the possession 
of Pan American Airways. 
Most interesting tiling ab ou t the N avy’s 
grab is tha t the Navy’s Assistant Secretary 
for Air is Artemu s Gates, formerly director 
of Pan American Airways. 
Also one of 
the Navy's key officers in charge of long 
distance flying is Et. C om m ander C. H. 
Shildau er, who for seven or eight years 
handled Pan American Airways operations 
in the Pacific. 
Some of Secretary Knox ’s cab inet col­ 
leagu es have remonstrated with him that 
it looked very b ad for the Navy to

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NAVY COMMANDEERS PLANE 
W 
ASHING TO N — It hasn’t leaked out­ 
side the cabinet yet, but some of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s cabineteers are putting up a 
fight against the Navy for commandeering 
tile one lone trans-Atlantic plane which 
seeks to rival Pan American Airways. 
For years Pan American Airways has 
had a IOO percent monopoly on all foreign 
air routes from the United States. 
But 
last year the State Department, Post O f­ 
fice and Civil Aeronautics Board, agreeing 
that competition w as the chief basis of the 
American system, granted American E x­ 
port Lines a license to fly the Atlantic. 
But now* that 
American Export had 
just about completed building its first 
plane, a giant Sikorsky PBY, the Navy 
has grabbed it. 
Meanwhile it has left un­ 
touched the 160 airplanes in the possession 
of Pan American Airways. 
Most interesting tiling about the N a v y ’s 
grab is that the N avy’s Assistant Secretary 
for Air is Artemus Gates, formerly director 
of Pan American Airways. 
Also one of 
the Navy’s key officers in charge of long 
distance flying is Lt. Commander C. TI. 
Shildauer, who for seven or eight years 
handled Pan American Airways operations 
in the Pacific. 
Some of Secretary Knox’s cabinet col­ 
leagues have remonstrated with him that 
it looked very bad for tile Navy to 
be 
seizing the property of Pan American Air­ 
w a y ’s rival when a former director of Pan 
American Airways was in charge of the 
seizure. 
Knox replied that he was con­ 
vinced that Gates, who was president of 
tho New York Trust Company, would be 
absolutely fair in the matter. 
However, Postmaster General Walker, 
Secretary of 
State 
Hull, 
and Secretary 
lekes all feel that the Navy has been un­ 
fair in taking the one airplane of Ameri­ 
can Export and leaving untouched the m u 
pl a id'*.c- of Pan American.
